Section 4 has been revised extensively. It provides a cross-reference between software products (by type number)

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About This Overview 


Purpose 


This overview provides System 80 and Unisys Operating System/3 (OS/3) with a 
comprehensive compilation of the documentation, forms, binders, and specifications 
for the products used with the system. The documents are organized in a manner that 
makes it easy to locate and identify them. Section 2 lists the documents alphabetically 
by title, and Section 3 lists them numerically by document number. 


Organization 


This overview is organized as follows: 
Section 1. General Information 


Describes the purpose of the overview, the manner in which the tabular information is 
presented, the documentation customers are entitled to when they purchase a product, 
the ordering procedures for documentation, and the purpose and use of mailing lists.

Provides a listing of OS/3 documents in alphabetical order, along with a brief 
description of the content of the document, any updates associated with the 
document, and the type of document (standard library item (SLID) or restricted 
distribution (RD)). A page count is also provided for each document.

Provides a convenient listing of the OS/3 documents in numerical order; this enables 
you to cross-reference documents if you happen to know only the document number. 
This section also includes the document type and number of pages. 


Section 4. OS/3 Documentation Libraries for New System 80 Orders 


Provides a cross-reference between the software products available (by type number) 
and the particular System 80 models on which they are used. It lists the mail codes 
and their documentation content for particular libraries. It also identifies where 
information for a particular program product can be found if that product does not 
have an associated document.

General Information 


1.1. Purpose of This Overview 


This overview is a guide to documents and documentation aids available to users of 
the Unisys Operating System/3 (OS/3). This guide is not used for ordering documents; 
all documents are ordered through your Unisys sales representative or systems 
analyst account representative (see 1.4, “Ordering Procedure’). 


1.2. Items Listed in This Overview 


Sections 2 and 3 of this overview list manuals, technical bulletins, software 
specification sheets, program product specifications, release announcements and 
descriptions, and coding forms. They also list binders, index tabs, and similar aids. 


Section 4 lists the standard and restricted distribution library items for each OS/3 

product. 

Items Listed in Sections 2 and 3 

Section 2 lists these items alphabetically by title. Section 3 lists them in ascending 

numerical sequence in the following order: 

UD1- This prefix precedes document numbers for coding forms, 
flowchart templates, and similar items. 

UP- This prefix generally precedes document numbers for system 
software and hardware manuals, program product 


specifications, and binders. 


Form No. Form numbers are 7-digit numbers that are assigned to forms 
created for the OS/3 library. 


Doc. No. Document numbers are 8-digit numbers with a 3-digit suffix 


number (denotes update or revision level) that are assigned to 
the most recent documents created for the OS/3 library.

Section 4 lists products and their associated type/style number, along with related mail 
codes and documentation under the following headings: 


Product/Documentation Type/Style Doc. No. 


Code - This column lists the mail code for the product or feature that is related to a 
mailing list (see "Mailing Lists" in this section.). 


Product/Documentation - This column contains the name of the product and the titles 
of the documents associated with the mailing list for the product. 


Type/Style - This column contains the type or style number of the product or feature. 
The introduction to Section 4 contains tables that identify the System 80 models and 
type/style numbers of the products that they support. 


Doc. No. - This column lists the documentation numbers that are included in a particular 
mailing list. The documentation numbers include applicable revision/update levels of the 
document. 
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1.3. Customer Entitlement 


Customers receive without charge one or more sets of standard library items (SLIs) in a 
product library based on the terms of the customer contract with Unisys and on the 
configuration purchased or leased. 


Customers are also entitled to receive any updates or revisions to their product libraries as 
they become available. However, to receive these updates, their names must be placed on 
the appropriate mailing lists by a Unisys sales representative or systems analyst account 
representative. 


The documents in each set shipped are the latest versions of the documents. Since 
individual documents are subject to revision or updating at any time, sets cannot be 
returned. 


A charge is made for each additional set of documents ordered. All restricted distribution 
items must be ordered. 


Unisys maintains an automatic back-order service for customers normally receiving a 
complete set. That is, if an item is not included in a set when it is shipped, the item is 
mailed as soon as it becomes available. There is no need to reorder it. 


1.4. Ordering Procedure 


Customers can obtain documents in two ways: 


1. Have your Unisys sales representative or systems analyst account representative 
place your name on the mailing lists that correspond to the software and hardware 
configuration at your site. 


Once your name is placed on a mailing list, you will automatically receive all 
standard library items on that mailing list or product library. You will also receive a 
library memo for each restricted distribution (RD) document. 


2. Order an individual publication through your Unisys sales representative or systems 
analyst account representative. 


Use this method to obtain restricted distribution documents or to obtain extra copies 
of standard library items. 


Note: To expedite the handling of your requests, it is important that you specify 


the particular version you want. (Sometimes, more than one version of a 
manual is available.) 
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1.5. Mailing Lists 


Unisys maintains technical material mailing lists to inform users of its systems about 
new, revised, and updated documents. Persons on these lists generally receive 
informational release memos and related attachments for a particular system. If you 
want automatic delivery of updates and revisions to a set of standard library items 
when they become available, you must arrange to have your name placed on the 
mailing list for that set. To do this, see your Unisys sales representative or systems 
analyst account representative. These representatives are the only ones who can place 
a customer name on a technical material mailing list.

4.1. General 


Documentation for OS/3 Release 13.0 is distributed primarily in two ways: some 
software and hardware products have their user documentation packaged as an 
integral part of the product shipment; other products have the documentation 
packaged separately (using mail codes) and shipped when the product is ordered. 

This section lists the documentation provided for products (by type/style number) that 
are packaged separately and that you can expect to receive at approximately the same 
time that you receive the product you purchased. 


In most cases, products have their own associated documentation. Some products, 
however, may have user information integrated into another library, or the user 
information may span more than one library (for example, communications products); 
when this occurs, the location of that information is also identified. 


A tabulation of documentation, organized by mail codes and product type/style 

_ numbers, is also provided. For convenience, restricted distribution (RD) items 
available for a product are also listed; RD items must be ordered separately through 
your branch office (see 1.4, "Ordering Procedure’).
